A small part of the reason 
inj that has been adopted in the case of th 
sugar would put tin plate on the free list a 
once. And yet it lias only been a few day 
since The Despatch asked a higher duty on 
something that we have not attempted t< 
produce. 
Because we produce only eigh 


per cent of one thing the duty that protects 
it should be cut in two, and because we pro- 
duce no per cent of another thing the duty 
that vainly bids it welcome must he doubled. 
If you are in search of the motive tha 
underlies such a policy, remember that 
Louisiana is a democratic while l>eun>l- 
vania is overwhelmingly republican.

Some republican suggested this in Wash- 
ington a few years ago, for which his 
brother patriots threatened to disfranchise 
him. 
Such a projxjsition stands about as 


much chance in the republican house as 
would a snow-storm in hades. 
The sly- 


barons who fatten on monopoly are not to 
be caught with such an object lesson as a 
bounty would be. 
The republicans have 


been in the babit of telling the dupes that a 
duty is not a tax, and that it puts no money 
into the manufacturer's pockets. It will be 
very hard to keep up this delusion when 
the duty assumes the shape of a direct con- 
tribution to the men who make sugar. The 
republicans are not letting the cat out of the 
bag la that way. 


And when you adopt this policy of bounty 


it at once becomes possible to throw pro- 
lection around a few other agricultural in- 
dustries. 
The farmer of Illinois may get it 


into his head that he ought to have a bounty 
oaeach bushel of corn that he raises.

now when com is selling for 20 cents a 
bushel such a bounty would strike him as a 
godsend, and there would be 110 such thing 
«s denying the importunities of such a 
firmer. 
His case has just as much merit 


in it as that of the Louisiana planter, and 
his state votes with the b'hoys every time. 


And when you look at it honestly, one 


man in this country is just as much en- 
titled to protection as is another. 
But a 


duty will not protect tie farmer, for he '
